The  Ninety-Eighth  Annual  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of 
South  Carolina  assembled  here  at  10  o'clock  A.  M. 

Morning  Prayer  was  said  by  the  Rev.  A.  E.  Cornish.  The 
Litany  by  the  Rev.  J.  D.  McCollough. 

The  Communion  Office  was  said  by  the  Rev.  E.  E.  Bellin- 
ger, to  the  end  of  the  Gospel.  The  sermon  was  preached  by 
the  Rev.  R.  Wilson,  D.  D.,  from  St.  Matt.  vi.  10. 

The  Holy  Communion  was  celebrated  by  the  Bishop,  as 
sisted  by  Rev.  T.  F.  Gadsden  and  Rev.  J.  D.  McCollough. 

The  Convention  was  called  to  order  by  the  Bishop,  and 
the  roll  of  the  clergy  called  by  the  Secretary,  the  following 
answering  to  their  names  :

The  Treasurer  presented  his  Report,  and  also  that  of  the 
Treasurer  of  the  Bishop's  Fund.  On  motion,  both  were  re- 
ferred to  the  Committee  on  Finance. 

On  motion  ot  Rev.  Mr.  Allston,  a  Special  Committee  was 
appointed  on  so  much  of  the  Bishop's  Address  as  relates  to  a 
Chancellor  of  the  Diocese,  viz.:  Rev.  Mr.  Allston,  Messrs.  R. 
W.  Shand  and  Wm.  Munro. 

On  motion  of  Rev.  Mr.  Stoney,  a  like  Committee  was  ap- 
pointed on  so  much  of  the  Address  as  relates  to  offerings  for 
Diocesan  Missions,  viz.:  Rev.  Mr.  Stoney,  Messrs.  W.  A.  Lee 
and  J.  A.  Finlay. 
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Rev.  Dr.  Porter  offered  the  following  resolution  : 

Resolved,  That  the  members  of  this  Convention  have  heard  with 
sorrow  of  the  affliction  that  has  befallen  our  Rev.  Brother  W.  H. 
Hanckel,  of  the  sudden  loss  of  sight  in  one  eye,  and  we  extend  to 
him  our  warm  sympathy. 

Which  was  adopted. 

Mr.  J.  R.  London  offered  the  following,  which,  on  his  own 
motion,  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  the  Constitution 
and  Canons : 

Resolved,  That  the  Constitution  be  amended  to  read  as  follows  : 
ARTICLE  III. 

Section  2.  The  Bishop,  the  Assistant  Bishop,  when  there  is  one, 
and  every  other  Presbyter  who  is  at  the  time  in  actual  charge  as 
Rector,  or  Assistant  Minister  of  a  Parish  in  union  with  the  Conven- 
tion, shall  be  entitled  to  all  the  privileges  of  the  Convention. 

Section  3.  Every  other  Presbyter  in  good  standing,  and  acting 
under  the  ecclesiastical  authority  of  the  Diocese,  shall  be  entitled  to 
all  the  privileges  of  the  Convention,  except  the  right  to  vote. 

Rev.  Mr.  Capers  offered  the  following  resolutions  : 

Resolved,  That  a  commission  be  raised  by  this  Convention,  to  con- 
sist of  Clergymen,  selected  by  the  Clergy,  and   Laymen,  to 

be  selected  by  the  Laity,  which  commission  is  hereby  charged  to  pre- 
pare a  constitutional  amendment,  to  be  submitted  to  the  next  Con- 
vention, providing  for  the  separation  of  the  colored  race  into  a 
distinct  organization,  under  the  Bishop. 

Resolved,  That  the  said  commission  be  instructed  to  revise  the 
Constitution,  Canons  and  Rules  of  Order,  so  as  to  incorporate  therein 
all  provisions  relating  to  the  organization  of  the  Convention. 

Resolved,  That  the  election  of  said  commission  be  made  the  special 
order  for  to-morrow,  Thursday,  at  12  M. 

Pending  the  discussion  of  these  resolutions,  the  Convention 
took  a  recess  until  4^  o'clock. 

4%   O'CLOCK  P.  M. 

The  Convention  reassembled,  and  the  mover  of  the  resolu- 
tions being  absent,  the  discussion  was  postponed  for  fifteen 
minutes. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  W.  H.  Parker,  speeches,  during  this  de- 
bate, were  limited  to  ten  minutes, 
o 
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The  Secretary  laid  before  the  Convention  the  official  "  No- 
tification to  the  Diocese  of  the  Alterations  and  Additions  in 
the  Book  of  Common  Prayer,"  proposed  in  the  General  Con- 
vention of  1886,  and  to  be  acted  upon  at  the  General  Conven- 
tion of  1889. 

The  discussion  of  Mr.  Capers's  resolutions  was  resumed; 
whereupon  Rev.  Mr.  Allston  offered  the  following  substitute 
for  the  same : 

Resolved,  That  four  Presbyters  and /ow  Laymen,  to  be  elected  by 
this  Convention,  together  with  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  shall  con- 
stitute a  committee  to  take  into  consideration  the  state  of  the  Church, 
and  all  the  disturbing  questions  which  have  agitated  our  councils  for 
so  many  years,  and  report  at  the  next  Convention  ;  that  they  shall 
have  power  to  send  for  all  persons  and  papers,  deemed  necessary, 
connected  with  the  Diocese,  and  to  make  such  amendments  to  Con- 
stitution and  Canons  as  shall  seem  necessary. 

Rev.  Mr.  McCollough  offered  the  following  amendment — 
insert  after  the  word  "  Resolved'7  : 

That  a  commission  of  Clergymen,  selected  by  the  Clergy,  and 

  Laymen,  selected  by  the  Laity,  be  appointed,  to  whom  shall  be 

referred  all  matters  which  have  disturbed  t  he  peace  of  the  Diocese  for 
some  years,  that  they  may  consider  them  with  deliberation,  and 
present  to  the  next  Convention  the  result  of  their  deliberations,  as  to 
a  remedy  for  them. 

This  was  accepted  by  Mr.  Allston. 

Rev.  Dr.  Porter  read  a  preamble  and  resolutions  which  lie 
proposed  to  offer.  Whereupon  Mr.  Capers  agreed  to  withdraw 
liis  resolutions  if  Mr.  Porter  would  incorporate  in  his  the  two 
features  referring  to  the  time  and  mode  of  appointing  the 
commission  ;  which  being  done,  and  the  resolutions  of  Messrs. 
Allston  and  McCollough  withdrawn,  they  were  adopted  by 
the  Convention,  new.  con.,  as  follows: 

After  a  long,  anxious  and  earnest  effort  to  solve  the  great  problem, 
which  has  agitated  this  Diocese  for  13  years,  resulting  in  the  aliena- 
tion of  the  clergy  and  laity,  and  the  withdrawal  of  several  parishes 
from  this  Convention;  it  is  apparent  that  the  interest  of  Christ  and 
His  Church,  among  both  races  are  in  great  jeopardy,  and  events 
have  forced  upon  us  the  conclusion,  that  the  absolute  necessity  has 
arisen  for  the  separate  organization  of  the  two  races  in  this  Diocese. 
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To  this  end  be  it — 

Resolved,  That  in  the  judgment  of  this  Convention,  such  a  separa- 
tion, entire  and  complete,  is  now  essential. 

Resolvee1,  That  this  Convention,  recognises  that  it  cannot  compel 
any  organized  congregation  or  mission,  to  comply  with  the  terms  of 
its  legislation,  but  believing  that  such  parishes  or  missions,  as  now 
exist,  have  the  true  interest  of  the  Church  at  heart — 

Resolved,  That  a  Committee  of  three  clergymen,  selected  by  the 
clergy,  and  three  laymen  to  be  selected  by  the  laity,  with  the  Bishop 
as  chairman,  be  requested  and  authorized  to  consult  with  the  Ves- 
tries of  St.  Mark's  Church,  Charleston;  St.  Luke's,  Columbia;  Church 
of  the  Epiphany,  Summerville  ;  Calvary  Church,  Charleston,  and 
the  Colored  Clergy  in  the  Diocese  ;  to  effect  the  complete  separation 
into  two  complete  organizations,  under  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese. 

Resolved,  That  this  Convention,  will  give  all  aid  and  assistance  in 
any  application,  which  these  or  any  other  parishes  or  missions  may 
make  to  the  General  Convention,  should  legislation  by  it  be  found 
necessary  to  put  thio  into  full  operation — 

Resolved,  That  this  Committee,  will  report  the  result  to  this  Con- 
vention at  its  next  meeting. 

Resolved,  That  the  election  of  this  Committee,  be  made  the  special 
order  at  one  o'clock  on  Thursday,  the  3rd,  May. 

Rev.  Mr.  Kershaw,  moved  that  the  Convention  do  now 
adjourn — The  Gloria  in  Excelsis  was  sung;  and  after  prayer 
and  benediction  by  the  Bishop,  it  was  adjourned,  to  meet  at 
10  o'clock,  to-morrow  morning.

SECOND  DAY. 

Thursday,  May  3d,  1888. 

The  Convention  met  pursuant  to  adjournment,  at  10  o'clock 
A.  M.    Morning  Prayer  was  said  by  Rev.  Stewart  McQueen. 

The  Convention  was  called  to  order,  and  the  minutes  of 
yesterday  read,  corrected,  and  approved. 

Names  of  members  absent  yesterday,  were  called,  and 
Messrs.  R.  S.  Desportes  and  E.  W.  Seibels,  from  Trinity 
Church,  Columbia  ;  and  E.  A.  Bell,  from  Grace  Church,  An- 
derson, responded.

The  next  order  of  the  day  was 

THE  MISSIONARY  SESSION. 

On  motion  of  Rev.  Mr.  Stoney,  the  reports  of  the  Presi- 
dents of  Convocations  were  directed  to  be  made  at  public 
service  to-night. 

The  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Missions  presented  the  Re- 
port of  that  body  to  the  Convention.    [See  Appendix  IV,  A.] 

On  motion  of  Mr.  E.  M.  Seabrook,  it  was  referred  to  the 
Board  of  Missions  to  consider  the  propriety  of  restoring 
the  stipends  of  Missionaries,  which  had  been  reduced. 

The  election  of  the  Board  of  Missions  was  ordered,  and 
the  former  Board  nominated,  Rev.  E.  N.  Joyner  being  sub- 
stituted from  the  First  District,  vice  Rev.  E.  Capers,  removed  ; 
and  Rev.  E.  Capers  from  the  Second  District,  vice  Rev.  H.  O. 
Judd.  removed.  The  Board,  to  be  thus  constituted,  was 
elected  by  acclamation. 

The  Missionary  Session  ended,  the  next  order  was  the 
election  of  the  Standing  Committee.  Rev.  Messrs.  DuBose 
and  Cornish  were  appointed  tellers  of  the  vote  of  the  Clergy, 
and  Messrs.  LaRoche  and  Bacon  of  that  of  the  Laity. 

While  the  vote  was  being  counted,  the  Committee  on  Ad- 
mission of  New  Parishes  presented  their  Report,  as  follows  : 

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  ADMISSION  OF  NEW 

PARISHES. 

The  Committee,  to  whom  was  referred  the  application  of 
the  "  Church  of  the  Good  Shepherd,  Columbia,"  for  admis- 
sion into  the  Convention  of  the  Church  of  this  Diocese,  beg 
leave  to  report,  that  all  the  requisitions  of  the  Constitution 
have  been  fulfilled  in  the  case,  and  therefore  they  do  respect- 
fully recommend  the  admission  of  the  said  Church.

The  Report  was  accepted,  and  the  Church  of  the  Good 
Shepherd  admitted. 

The  Bishop  retired,  calling  Rev.  John  Johnson  to  the  Chair. 
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The  Committee  on  Unfinished  Business  reported.  [See 
Appendix  IV,  D.] 

The  Committee  on  Finance  presented  their  report,  syith  the 
following  resolutions  appended  :  [See  Appendix  IV,  C] 

Besolvcd,  That  a  sum  equivalent  to  fifteen  cents  for  each  baptized 
soul  over  fourteen  years  of  age  be  assessed  upon  each  Parish  of  the 
Diocese  in  union  with  the  Convention,  for  the  purpose  of  defraying 
the  expenses  of  the  Diocesan  Convention. 

Resolved,  That  each  Parish  and  Mission  of  the  Diocese  contribute 
a  sum  equivalent  to  twenty-five  ends  for  each  baptized  soul  reported, 
over  fourteen  years  of  age,  for  the  support  of  the  Episcopate. 

Resolved,  That  the  Secretary  of  the  Convention  be  requested  to 
continue  his  notice  to  each  Parish  of  the  amounts  assessed  for  the 
Bishop's  Fund,  and  Diocesan  Convention  Expenses. 

Resolved,  That  the  Treasurer  of  the  Bishop's  Fund  be  instructed 
to  notify  each  Rector  and  Minister,  of  the  balance  due  on  the  Bishop's 
salary  of  the  past  year,  and  to  request  them  to  have  the  amounts  due 
by  each  Parish  remitted  as  soon  as  practicable. 

The  Tellers  reported  the  former  Standing  Committee  elected 
in  both  Orders,  viz. : 

Rev.  C.  C  Pinckney,  D.  D.,  Rev.  John  Johnson,  Rev.  R. 
Wilson,  D.  D.,  Rev.  E.  E.  Bellinger,  Rev.  Jno.  Kershaw, 
Mess.  H.  P.  Archer,  H.  W.  Frost,  Jno.  Gadsden,  A.  C.  Has- 
kell, F.  A.  Mitchell. 

Mr.  J.  B.  Howe  moved  the  following  substitute  for  the 
second  resolution  of  the  Committee  on  Finance. 

Resolved,  Upon  the  earnest  request  of  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese, 
that  from  and  after  the  first  of  May,  1888,  and  during  the  incum- 
bency of  the  present  Bishop,  the  Episcopal  salary  be  fixed  at  $2,500 
per  annum. 

II,  That  in  consequence  of  the  adoption  of  this  resolution,  all 
assessments  for  the  support  of  the  Episcopate  be,  for  the  present,  dis- 
continued. 

Mr.  G.  W.  S.  Hart  seconded  these  resolutions,  only,  as  he 
said,  that  tire  mover  might  get  them  before  the  house. 
Rev.  Jno.  Kershaw  offered  the  following : 

Resolved,  That  while  we  appreciate  the  sentiments  of  our  Bishop, 
in  requesting  a  reduction  of  his  salary,  we  feel  compelled,  in  the  in- 
terest of  the  Diocese,  and  by  our  sense  of  duty  to  him,  and  to  his 
office,  to  decline  to  accede  to  this  proposition  made  on  his  behalf. 

The  Resolution  was  heartily  adopted. 


The  proposed  Amendment  was  lost,  and  the  resolutions 
reported,  were  adopted. 

Rev.  Mr.  Tillinghast  offered  the  following,  which,  on  his 
motion,  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  The  Constitution 
and  Canons : 

Resolved,  That  the  Constitution  be  amended  in  Art.  Ill,  Sec.  4,  by 
striking  out,  in  the  fourth  line  of  that  Section,  the  word  "members," 
and  inserting  in  its  place  the  word  communicants. 

The  hour  for  the  special  order  having  arrived,  the  Con- 
vention took  a  brief  recess  in  order  that  the  clergy  and  laity 
might  have  opportunity  to  nominate  members  of  the  Com- 
mission. After  the  recess,  the  Rev.  Dr.  Pinckney  in  the 
Chair,  the  following  nominations  were  made,  to-wit : 

By  the  Clergy— Rev.  A.  T.  Porter,  D.  D.,  Rev.  Ellison 
Capers,  Rev.  Jno.  Kershaw;  and  by  the  Laity — Mess.  R.  W. 
Shand,  J.  L.  Manning,  J.  P.  K.  Bryan. 

And  they  were  unanimously  elected. 

By  permission  of  the  Convention,  Mr.  London  withdrew 
his  proposed  Amendment  to  the  Constitution,  on  the  ground 
that  the  action  of  the  Convention  had  superseded  the  neces- 
sity for  it. 

The  election  of  Trustees  of  the  Diocesan  Theological  Sem- 
inary was  ordered,  and  the  President  directed  to  cast  the  vote 
of  the  Convention  for  the  present  Trustees,  to-wit: 

Rev.  J.  D.  McCollough,  Rev.  E.  Capers,  Rev.  Jno.  Johnson, 
Mess.  VVm.  Munro,  H.  C.  Markley,  J.  R.  London. 

The  Trustees  of  the  University  of  the  South  presented  their 
Report,  [see  Appendix  VJ  with  the  following  Resolution, 
which  was  adopted  : 

Resolved,  That  each  Parish  and  Mission  in  this  Diocese,  which  has 
not  already  done  so,  is  earnestly  requested  to  make  an  offering  for 
the  Theological  Department  of  the  University  of  the  South,  between 
this  date  and  the  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  in  July,  that  the 
present  deficiency  may  be  supplied. 

Mr  F.  A.  Mitchell,  on  leave  of  the  Convention,  read  the 
Report  of  the  Clergy  Society. 

On  motion,  the  Convention  took  a  recess  until  5  o'clock. 
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Five  o'clock,  P.  M. 

After  remarks,  commending  the  claims  of  the  Clergy  Soci- 
ety to  the  attention  of  the  Church,  on  the  invitation  of  the 
Deputies  from  Aiken,  Rev.  A.  E.  Cornish  moved  that  the 
next  Convention  meet  in  S.  Thaddaeus'  Church,  Aiken,  on 
the  second  Wednesday  in  May,  1889..  Mr.  R-  W.  Shand 
moved  to  amend,  by  substituting  Charleston,  on  the  second 
Thursday  in  May.  Mr.  F.  A.  Mitchell  moved  to  amend  the 
Amendment  by  inserting,  in  the  Church  of  the  Holy  Com- 
munion. 

Mr.  A.  McBee,  Jr.,  moved,  as  a  substitute  for  the  whole, 
that  it  meet  in  Christ  Church,  Greenville, on  the  second  Wed- 
nesday in  May. 

The  substitute  and  both  amendments  being  lost,  the  ques- 
tion recurred  upon  the  original  Resolution,  which  was 
adopted. 

Rev.  Mr.  Stoney,  from  the  Special  Committee  on  the  sup- 
port of  Diocesan  Missions,  reported  the  following  proposed 
Amendment  to  Canon  XII. 

Resolved,  That  Canon  XII  be  amended  hy  inserting  in  Section 
IV,  after  the  word  "  By-Laws,"  in  the  seventh  line,  as  follows: 

They  shall  then  determine  what  amount  of  money  is  necessary  for 
the  Missionary  work  of  the  Diocese  for  the  ensuing  year,  and  appor- 
tion between  the  Parishes  the  amount  appropriated,  after  consulta- 
tion with  the  representatives  present  at  the  Convention.  They  shall 
request  the  Vestry  of  each  Parish  to  pay  to  the  Treasurer  of  the 
Board  of  Missions,  the  amount  apportioned  to  it,  in  quarterly 
installments.  Also,  by  striking  out  all  between  "shall"  in  the 
thirteenth  line,  and  "  make  "  in  the  fourteenth  line. 

The  Report  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  the  Consti- 
tution and  Canons. 

Rev.  Mr.  Stoney  offered  the  following  resolution,  which 
was  adopted. 

Resolved,  That  the  expenses  of  members  of  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee, incurred  in  attending  its  meetings,  be  paid  out  of  any  funds 
in  the  hand  of  the  Treasurer,  not  otherwise  appropriated. 
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Rev.  Mr.  Allstoii  offered  the  following,  which  Was  adopted. 

Besolved,  That  the  thanks  of  this  Convention  are  most  cordially 
returned  to  the  Rector,  Wardens,  and  Vestrymen  of  Grace  Church, 
Anderson,  and  to  the  citizens  of  Anderson,  for  their  generous  and 
hearty  reception  and  entertainment  of  the  members  of  this  Con- 
vention. 

Rev.  Mr.  Joyner  presented  and  urged  the  claims  of  "  The 
Church  Year,"  to  the  interest  and  support  of  members  of  the 
Church. 

The  Committee  on  the  Constitution  and  Canons  reported, 
recommending  the  adoption  ot  Mr.  Stoney's  proposed 
amendment  to  Canon  XII  ;  and  it  was  unanimously  adopted. 

They  also  recommended  that  the  amendment  to  Article 
IV  of  the  Constitution,  substituting  the  word  communicants 
for  "  members,"  be  printed  in  the  Journal  for  action  at  the 
next  Convention. 

The  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church  presented  their 
Report. 

[See  Appendix  IV,  B.] 

Rev.  Dr.  Porter  presented  the  following,  which  was 
accepted,  and  the  resolution  appended  thereto,  adopted.

It  lends  to  parishes  building  churches  on  a  low 
interest  and  on  longtime,  but  having  done  its  work  the  money 
goes  back  into  the  treasury,  and  thus  over  and  over  goes  on 
doing  the  work  of  building  churches  and  parsonages  in  all 
the  Country.  As  a  resolution  is  asked,  I  beg  to  offer  the 
following  : 

Resolved,  That  an  annual  offering  in  behalf  of  the  Ameri- 
can Church  Building  Fund  is  recommended  to  each  Rector 
and  Parish  in  the  Diocese.

The  Minutes  were  read  and  approved,  and  with  a  few  words 
of  cheer  from  the  Bishop,  after  prayer  and  benediction,  the 
Convention  adjourned  sine  die.

BISHOP'S  ADDRESS. 


Brethren  of  t lie  Convention :  I  shall  confine  this  address  to 
changes  in  our  diocese  since  our  last  Convention;  and  refer 
you  for  Episcopal  services,  to  the  appendix  in  the  journal 
when  printed. 

I  shall  not  call  your  attention,  as  might  perhaps  at  first 
sight  be  expected,  to  our  differences,  but  shall  leave  you  to 
deal  with  them  as  you  best  may  in  Convention.  My  own 
mind  is,  I  presume,  known  in  regard  to  our  differences,  and 
any  further  exposition  of  them  in  this  address  is  therefore 
quite  needless. 

Since  we  last  met  in  Diocesan  Convention,  three  of  its  lay- 
members  have  died  ;  Mr.  C.  R.  Drayton;  Mr.  C.  G.  Memmin- 
ger;  Mr  Thomas  H.  Hanckel.  Mr.  Drayton,  was  compara- 
tively a  new  member.  Mr.  Memminger,  had  sat  with  us  for 
many  years.  He  represented  this  Diocese,  also,  in  General 
Convention,  as  far  back,  if  I  am  not  misinformed,  as  1844,  a 
period  of  well  nigh  half  a  century,  and  was  reckoned  among 
the  most  valuable  members  of  the  House  of  Clerical  and  Lay 
deputies. 

Mr.  Hanckel,  also  had  served  his  native  parish  for  many 
years,  in  Diocesan  Convention,  and  with  unfailing  courtesy 
and  consideration  for  the  convictions  of  others  who  differed 
with  him.    Passing  next  beyond  the  Diocese  — 

I  beg  to  notice,  in  the  briefest  possible  mention,  the  deaths 
of  members  of  the  House  of  Bishops.  The  Rt.  Rev.  Dr. 
Stevens,  Bishop  of  Pennsylvania,  departed  this  life,  June  nth, 
1 887.  The  Rt.  Rev.  Dr.  Elliott,  Missionary  Bishop,  of  Western 
Texas,  on  the  22d.  of  August,  1887.  And  within  a  few  weeks 
only,  the  Rt.  Rev.  Dr.  Dunlop,  Missionary  Bishop  of  New 
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Mexico  and  Arizona.  In  the  words  of  St.  John — "  I  heard  a 
voice  from  heaven  saying  unto  me,  write,  blessed  are  the  dead 
who  die  in  the  Lord,  from  henceforth:  yea,  saith  the  Spirit,  for 
they  rest  from  their  labors,  and  their  works  do  follow  them. 

Changes  among  the  clergy  by  Letters  Dimissory  to  other 
jurisdictions,  are  as  follows: 

Rev.  H.J.  Broadzve//,  transferred  to  the  Diocese  of  Albany; 
Rev.  IV.  F.  Dickinson,  transferred  to  the  Diocese  of  New 
York ;  Rev.  L.  F.  Guerry,  transferred  to  the  Diocese  of 
Arkansas  ;  Rev.  H.  0.  Jndd,  transferred  to  the  Diocese  of 
California;  Rev.  F.  A.  Meade,  transferred  to  the  Diocese  of 
West  Virginia. 

I  have  received  by  Letters  Dimissory,  the  following  clergy- 
men, who  have  become  thereby  canonically  connected  with 
the  Diocese;  said  letters  having  been  accepted,  and  record 
made  thereof. 

Rev.  John  Y.  Dozv nman,  of  Virginia,  now  rector  of  Christ 
Church,  Greenville;  Rev.  Dr.  Wilmer,  of  Tennessee,  now 
Rector  of  All  Saint's,  Waccamaw ;  Rev.  Stuart  McQueen, 
of  Alabama,  now  Rector  of  Prince  George,  Winyah. 

The  following  clergymen  have  been  ordained  to  the  Diacon- 
ate,  since  last  Convention. 

Rev.  J.  S.  Qnar/es,  now  serving  in  the  permanent  diaconate^ 
at  Kaolin  ;  Rev.  Jas.  G.  Glass,  serving  the  Churches  in  Winns- 
boro  and  Ridgeway,  Fairfield  County ;  Rev.  Theodore  D. 
Bratton,  serving  the  Churches  in  Chester,  Lancaster  and 
Yorkville;  Rev.  John  F.  Finlay,  has  been  ordained  to  the 
Priesthood,  and  is  in  charge  of  the  Churches  at  Edgefield, 
Trenton  and  Ridge  Spring. 

Rev.  Elison  Capers,  has  resigned  charge  of  Christ  Church, 
Greenville,  and  has  become  Rector  of  Trinity,  Columbia. 

Mr.  B.  F.  Wiggins,  candidate  for  Priest's  orders  has  been 
transferred  to  Tennessee,  on  request  of  the  Bishop  of  Tennes- 
see. 

Candidates  for  Holy  Orders. — E.  N.  Hollings;  W.  L. 
Mellichamp  ;  O.  T.  Porcher ;  W.  A.  Guerry  ;  W.  W.  Blatch- 
ford.  Two  of  them,  Messrs  Mellichamp  and  Hollings,  are 
candidates  for  deacon's  orders  only. 
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In  September  last,  I  consecrated  to  the  service  of  Almighty 
God,  at  Willington,  in  Abbeville  Co.,  a  very  neat  chapel, 
built  of  brick,  and  by  the  name  of  St.  Stephens.  It  was  at 
this  place,  that  the  late  Rev.  O.  T.  Porcher,  labored  devotedly 
for  many  years  ;  and  the  present  building  may  be  regarded  as 
a  memorial  of  him.  On  the  occasion  of  its  consecration  the 
sermon  was  preached  by  Rev.  Mr.  Capers  ;  and  in  the  services 
Rev.  Messrs  Hanckel,  Gadsden  and  Kershaw  took  part;  the 
warden,  Mr.  Cade  reading  the  request  for  consecration,  on 
behalf  of  the  congregation. 

Sunday,  November  13.  I  consecrated  at  this  time,  in 
Adams'  Run,  Colleton  County,  a  neat,  substantial  chapel,  by 
name  of  Christ  Church.  Rev.  Mr.  Prentiss,  the  minister  in 
charge,  said  Morning  Prayer,  and  Rev.  Mr.  Johnson  assisted 
in  the  Communion.  The  sermon  was  preached  by  the  Rev. 
Mr.  Bellinger.  The  congregation  was  large  and  attentive, 
and  it  was  gratifying  to  all,  certainly  to  me,  to  see  the  new 
church  and  full  congregation  in  one  of  the  waste  places,  made 
so  by  the  war. 

December  15,  1887.  I  consecrated  in  Summervillea  chapel 
by  the  name  of  Church  of  the  Epiphany.  Present  and  assist- 
ing in  the  services  were  the  Rev.  Dr.  Porter,  the  missionary 
in  charge.  Rev.  Mr.  Pollard,  and  the  Rev.  Mr.  Guerry.  The 
Lay  Reader,  E.  N.  Hollings,  read  the  request  for  consecra- 
tion.   The  sermon  was  preached  by  the  Bishop. 

The  following  Missions  have  been  organized  according  to 
Canon  II  of  the  Diocese:  Mission  at  Darlington;  St.  John's, 
Florence;  Epiphany,  in  Summerville  ;  Christ  Church,  Lan- 
caster; St.  Stephens,  Willington  ;  Church  of  the  Incarnation 
GafTney. 

By  resolution  of  the  Convention,  the  offerings  of  each  con- 
gregation at  the  Bishop's  visitation,  are  placed  in  the  hands  of 
the  Bishop,  to  be  used  by  him  for  theological  education  and 
other  Diocesan  calls.  I  report  here  the  amount  so  received  at 
my  visitations,  premising  that  in  many  instances  I  have  di- 
rected them  to  be  sent  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Board  of  Mis- 
sions, in  which  case  they  will  appear  in  his  report  to  the  credit 
of  the  Parish;  also  in  other  instances,  where  offerings  at 
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Bishop's  visitations  are  deflected  from  theological  education 
to  other  Diocesan  objects,  they  do  not  appear  in  my  account, 
but  will  be  acknowledged  by  those  receiving  them.  Only 
moneys,  therefore,  which  have  actually  passed  into  my  hands 
and  have  been  paid  out  by  me,  are  here  reported,  as  follows:

The  Third  Annual  Report  of  the  Executive  Committee  of 
the  Woman's  Auxiliary  in  the  Diocese  of  South  Carolina,  has 
appeared,  and  is  encouraging.  The  Woman's  Auxiliary  is, 
as  you  are  aware,  an  aid,  and  that,  too,  a  very  efficient  aid  to 
the  General  Board  of  Missions,  which  supervises  the  mission 
work  of  our  Church  both  at  home  and  abroad.  The  Auxil- 
iary has  its  branches  all  over  the  United  States  and  in  all 
Dioceses.  In  this  Diocese  it  has  its  branches  in  Columbia, 
Charleston,  Greenvilie,  Abbeville,  Spartanburg,  Union,  Rock 
Hill,  Edgefield,  Ridge  Spring,  W'innsboro  and  Cheraw.  The 
value  of  the  work  done  by  these  Parish  branches  of  the 
Woman's  Auxiliary  in  this  Diocese  is  set  clown  at  twelve 
hundred    and     twenty-three    dollars    and    fiftv-one  cents 

($1,223.51). 

It  is  an  age  of  association  for  special  purposes.  No  need 
in  business,  or  politics,  or  social  life,  or  Church  appears,  but 
almost  immediately  associations  arise  to  meet  such  special 
needs,  and  to  afford  protection  and  support  to  persons  who,  if 
left  alone,  are  helpless.    Among  such  associations  is  one  re-

cently  created,  and  now  extending  itself  throughout  the  Ang- 
lican Communion,  especially  in  cities,  known  as  the  "  Girls 
Friendly  Society."  Its  object  is  to  bind  together,  in  one  so- 
ciety, Church  women  as  associates,  and  girls  and  young 
women  as  members,  for  mutual  help  and  sympathy.  2d,  To 
encourage  purity  of  life  and  dutifulness,  and  faithfulness  to 
employers.  3d,  To  provide  the  privileges  of  the  Society  for 
its  members  wherever  they  may  be.  Those  who  know  any 
thing  of  the  hardships  and  temptations,  to  which  young 
women  are  exposed,  in  large  and  over-crowded  cities,  from 
scant  wages,  and  lack  of  employment,  and  good  companion- 
ship, and  from  want  of  cheerful  recreation,  may  easily  im- 
agine that  there  is  a  work  and  a  place  for  the  Girls  Friendly 
Society.  I  had  the  pleasure  of  attending  a  meeting  of  such 
Society  for  organization,  a  short  time  since,  in  St.  John's 
Chapel,  Charleston,  and  wish  it  a  hearty  God-speed. 

I  would  call  attention  here  to  the  support  of  the  Diocesan 
Board  of  Missions.  The  appropriations  made  by  the  Board, 
are  made  to  about  twenty  clergymen,  engaged  in  purely  mis- 
sionary work,  or  else  in  old  and  once  wealthy,  but  now  im- 
poverished parishes,  which,  without  the  aid  of  the  Diocesan 
Board  must  go  without  such  services.  The  work  among  the 
colored  people  of  the  Diocese  is  sustained  by  the  General 
Board  of  Missions,  in  New  York.  It  is  made  my  duty,  as  the 
quarters  come  round — January,  April,  July  and  October — to 
send  orders  to  those  missionaries  to  whom  the  Board  of  Dio- 
cesan Missions  has  made  its  appropriations;  and  during  my 
Episcopate,  a  period  of  well  nigh  seventeen  years,  every  dollar 
of  appropriation  by  the  Board,  has  been  paid  when  due.  Ap- 
propriations have  been  diminished,  at  times,  it  is  true,  very 
much  to  the  regret  of  the  Board  and  of  myself,  but  such  as 
they  were,  they  have  been  punctually  met.  During  the  past 
year,  for  the  first  time  in  my  experience,  two  quarters  came 
round  and  the  Board  had  not  enough,  to  its  credit,  in  the 
Treasurer's  hands  to  meets  its  appropriations — and,  but  for 
special  contributions  which  were  made,  our  missionaries  would 
have  received  only  part  payment.  Will  the  clergy  and  con- 
gregations bear  in  mind,  that  the  Board  of  Missions  is  entirely 
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dependent  upon  the  offertory  to  meet  its  appropriations,  and 
that  for  the  past  year  it  has  received  no  aid  whatever  from  the 
Advancement  Society,  simply  because  that  Society  had  none 
to  give.  The  Treasurer's  report  will  show,  I  trust,  that  taking 
the  year  as  a  whole,  the  Diocese  has  contributed  to  the  Board 
an  amount  equal  to  its  appropriations — but  the  embarass- 
ment  is,  how  to  meet  the  July  and  October  quarters.  If  the 
clergy  and  congregations,  many  of  whom  leave  home  for  the 
summer,  will  bear  this  in  mind,  the  President  of  the  Board  of 
Missions  may  be  relieved  in  this  respect. 

I  regret  to  report  the  severe  loss  which  the  congregation 
at  Winnsboro  has  sustained  very  recently,  in  the  destruction 
of  their  church-building  by  fire.  The  loss  was  well  nigh 
total,  save  that  the  chancel  furniture  was,  I  believe,  saved.  It 
is  a  very  heavy  blow  to  this  weak  congregation,  but  it  has 
bestirred  itself  in  efforts  for  rebuilding;  and  the  citizens  of 
the  place  have  generously  come  to  the  aid  of  the  "  little 
flock,"  in  the  way  of  subscriptions — and  the  young  deacon 
in  charge  is  active  in  his  efforts  to  enable  the  congregation  to 
rebuild,  and  I  hope  before  long  the  new  church  will  be  begun 
and  pushed  on  to  completion. 

I  beg  to  call  your  attention  to  a  matter  reported  upon  last 
year  by  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese.  They  suggested  the 
expediency  of  creating  the  office  of  chancellor  or  solicitor 
for  the  Diocese.  There  are  oftentimes  occasions  when  the 
Bishop  has  need  of  advice  in  matters  which  are  presented  to 
him,  and  which  require  the  aid  of  a  counsellor  learned  in  the 
law.  In  such  cases  he  is  obliged  to  intrude  upon  the  time 
and  attention  of  gentlemen  often  very  much  engaged.  There 
are  in  many  Dioceses  for  such  calls,  special  persons  ap- 
pointed, to  whom  the  Bishop  may  go  and  refer  cases  brought 
before  him,  and  I  have  frequently  desired  that  such  might  be 
the  case  here.  I  would  suggest,  then,  that  a  committee  be 
appointed  to  take  charge  of  this  matter,  and  report  to  the 
next  Convention  upon  the  advisability  of  creating  such  office 
and  suggesting  some  of  its  duties — a  counsellor  learned  in 
Fxclesiastical  law,  to  whom  the  Bishop,  and  the  Diocese,  and 
the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  might  refer  such  legal  questions 


as  may  come  to  them,  from  time  to  time,  for  advice  and  solu- 
tion. 

With  this  suggestion  I  conclude  my  remarks,  and  no  longer 
detain  you  from  the  business  of  a  Diocesan  Convention,  in 
which  my  prayer  is,  that  we  may  perceive  and  know  what 
things  we  ought  to  do,  and  also  may  have  grace  and  power 
to  fulfil  the  same,  in  the  fear  and  love  of  God.

Officiated  at  a  funeral  in  the  Baptist  Church  in  Dai - 
lington  of  one,  a  communicant.  We  have  no  chapel 
here,  but  efforts  are  making  to  build  one.  I  commend 
the  effort  to  the  sympathy  and  aid  of  the  Diocese. 

December  If.  Grace  Church,  Charleston.  The  Rector  said  Morning 
Prayer,  and  I  preached  and  confirmed  eleven  persons, 
and  celebrated  Holy  Communion.  The  Church  has  been 
thoroughly  repaired  from  the  damage  wrought  by  the 
Earthquake  of  August  31,  1886— leaving  the  congregation 
in  debt  somewhat  over  $8,000;  and  this,  after  active  exer- 
tion of  the  congregation,  in  addition  to  the  aid  rendered 
from  outside  contributions. 

December  15.  In  the  town  of  Summerville,  consecrated  to  the 
service  of  Almighty  God,  a  chapel  by  the  name  "  Church 
of  the  Epiphany."  Rev.  Dr.  Porter,  Rev.  Mr.  Guerry, 
and  the  Missionary  in  charge,  Rev.  J.  H.  M.  Pollard,  of 
the  clergy,  were  present,  and  assisted  in  the  services.  I 
preached  on  the  occasion,  and  confirmed  one  person,  and 
afterwards  celebrated  Holy  Communion  For  the  present 
the  congregation  of  the  Epiphany  will  be  served  by  the 
Missionary,  and  by  a  Lay  Reader,  who  is  also  a  candi- 
date for  the  permanent  Diaconate. 

December  18.    Fourth  Sunday  in  Advent.    St.  Michael's  Church. 

The  Rector,  Rev.  Mr.  Trapier,  said  Morning  Prayer,  and 
I  preached  and  confirmed  nine  persons,  and  afterwards 
celebrated  Holy  Communion. 

This  venerable  church  has  been  thoroughly  repaired 
from  its  injuries  by  the  Earthquake.  The  Sunday  School 
Building  has  also  been  thoroughly  repaired  and  adapted  to 
its  purposes, and  the  Sunday  School  itself  has  been  re-open- 
ed under  encouraging  prospects.  That  all  our  church- 
buildings  are  restored  from  the  calamity  which  befell 
them  on  the  night  of  August  31st,  1886 — God's  name  be 
praised.

1888.  munion  on  this  high  festival  of  peace  and  goodwill. 

January  1.  St.  John's  Church,  Johns  Island.  Festival  of  the  Cir- 
cumcision. Rev.  Mr.  Green  said  Morning  Prayer,  and 
I  preached  and  confirmed  five  persons,  and  addressed 
them,  and  afterwards  celebrated  Holy  Communion.  Rev. 
Mr.  Green  has  been  ministering  to  this  congregation  for 
several  years,  as  missionary,  and  it  gives  me  pleasure  to 
hear  that  his  services  in  the  church  are  much  appreci- 
ated by  the  congregation. 

January  8.  Church  on  Edisto  Island.  Morning  Prayer  was  said  by 
the  Lay  Reader,  Mr.  R.  J.  La  Roche,  after  which  I 
preached,  and  confirmed  seven  persons,  and  addressed 
them,  and  celebrated  Holy  Communion.

Columbia.  At  Morning  Prayer  by  the  Rector,  Rev. 
Alex.  R.  Mitchell,  I  preached,  and  confirmed  eight  per- 
sons, and  addressed  them,  and  afterwards  celebrated 
Holy  Communion.  This  congregation  is  in  nourishing 
condition,  under  its  young  Rector,  and  is  about  to  add  to 
the  capacity  of  its  church  building,  in  order  to  accommo- 
date increasing  numbers.  The  workmen,  in  the  neigh- 
boring railroad  shops,  and  the  attending  congregation 
have  been,  thus  far,  the  chief,  if  not  the  only  contribu- 
tors to  the  enlargement  of  the  chapel. 
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January  29.  At  night,  of  this  same  Sunday,  preached  in  St.  Luke's 
Church,  Columbia,  Rev.  Mr.  Clarkson,  who  gives  one

ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  TRUSTEES  OF  THE 

DIOCESE. 


The  "  Trustees  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church,  in 
South  Carolina/'  report  as  follows  : 

The,  Trustees  met  and  duly  elected  A.  M.  Lee,  Esq.,  as 
Secretary  and  Treasurer.  Right  Rev.  W.  B.  W.  Howe,  the 
President  of  the  Corporation,  by  the  direction  of  the  Board, 
wrote  to  Mr.  Thos.W.  Bacot,  the  former  Secretary  and  Treas- 
urer, and  requested  him  to  turn  over  to  the  newly  elected 
Secretary  and  Treasurer  the  books,  records,  papers,  and  funds 
of  the  Corporation. 

Mr.  Bacot  declined  this  request  for  the  reasons  assigned 
in  the  following  letter:

My  Dear  Sir  : 

I  have  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  communication 
of  the  16th  inst.,  with  its  enclosures. 

I  have  been  served  with  two  separate  and  independent  no- 
tices denying  the  legal  organization  of  the  Convention,  which 
convened  on  the  12th  ulto.,  at  St.  Philip's  Church,  Charles- 
ton ;  and  consequently,  the  legal  election  of  members  of  the 
Standing  Committee.  One  of  said  notices  is  from  the  Cleri- 
cal and  Lay  Deputies  to  the  said  Convention,  who  withdrew, 
and  who  afterwards  held  a  meeting  in  St.  Philip's  Sunday 
School  Building.    The  other  is  from  certain  members  of  the

Standing  Committee,  elected  in  1886,  who  claim  to  hold 
over. 

In  view  of  these  notices  (apart  from,  and  regardless  of  my 
own  convictions,  whatever  they  might  be)  I  can  do  nothing 
until  the  legal  trustees,  other  than  yourself,  who,  together 
with  you,  constitute  the  Corporation,  are  ascertained.

The  Trustees  took  legal  advice  on  the  situation,  conferring 
with  distinguished  counsel  connected  with  the  Protestant 
Episcopal  Church.  The  conclusion  was  reached  that  Mr. 
Bacot's  action  was  not  warranted  by  the  facts  of  the  case  ; 
and  the  Trustees  were  unanimously  of  the  opinion,  that,  by 
proper  legal  proceedings,  the  former  Treasurer  could  be 
forced  to  abandon  the  position  taken  by  himself,  and  required 
to  place  the  property,  and  books,  and  papers  in  the  hands  of 
the  present  Board. 

The  Trustees,  however,  were  extremely  loath  to  give  fur- 
ther notoriety  to  the  unfortunate  affairs  existing  in  this  Dio- 
cese, by  resorting  to  litigation,  and  the  publicity  necessarily 
attending  it. 

Without  waiving  in  any  manner,  therefore,  their  legal  and 
moral  rights,  they  determined,  for  the  time  being,  to  endure 
in  silence  what  they  then,  and  still,  consider  to  be  an  unwar- 
ranted refusal  on  the  part  of  Mr.  Bacot. 

It  is  needless  to  add,  that  it  is  impossible  to  over-estimate 
the  inconvenience,  to  which  the  Trustees  have  been  put,  by 
this  refusal. 

The  condition  of  the  affairs  of  the  Corporation  has  not  been 
materially  changed  during  the  past  year.  Certain  interest  on 
its  State  Stock  security  has  been  paid  over,  by  the  Treasurer 
of  the  State  of  South  Carolina,  to  the  Secretary  and  Treasurer 
of  the  Trustees,  and  has  been  applied,  as  usual,  to  its  proper 
object. 

In  closing  this  report,  the  Trustees  would  incidentally  men- 
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tion  that  the  present  Secretary  and  Treasurer,  Mr.  Lee,  has 
declined  to  claim  and  receive  any  compensation  for  his  ser- 
vices,preferring  to  give  his  labor  as  an  offering  to  the  Church 
and  her  work.  This  has,  therefore,  relieved  them  from  that 
item  of  expense.

REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  MISSIONS. 


With  the  annual  report  of  the  Treasurer,  the  Board  of  Mis- 
sions submits  such  information  of  the  Mission  work  as  the 
facts  before  us  will  permit. 

We  have  received  the  reports  of  five  of  our  Missionaries, 
and,  omitting  the  statistics,  we  call  attention  only  to  some  of 
the  statements  they  make. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Logan,  reporting  from  the  First  District,  says 
of  Laurens  :  "  It  is  still  the  'day  of  small  things'  with  us,  the 
losses  sustained  by  removals  not  having  been  made  up." 
The  "  faithful  few,"  he  says,  with  gratitude  for  our  help, 
prize  the  ministrations  of  their  Missionary,  and  value  above 
ail  price  the  services  of  their  Church. 

The  other  reports  we  have  are  from  the  Third  District. 
The  Rev.  Mr.  Allston  reports  that  the  Mission  School  at  St. 
Peter's,  Prince  Frederick  Parish,  is  doing  well,  and  the  interest 
in  the  Mission  growing. 

He  urges  upon  us  its  claim  for  our  help  and  sympathy. 

From  Christ  Church  Parish,  Rev.  Mr.  Green  reports  signs 
of  renewed  life.  The  Church  and  Rectory  have  been  re- 
paired, and  the  prospects  of  the  Parish  brighter  than  at  his 
last  report. 

On  John's  Island,  the  Church  has  been  furnished  with  new 
pews,  and  the  people  are  coming  to  the  services  in  larger 
numbers. 

Rev.  Mr.  Sams,  from  the  Coast  Mission,  speaks  especially 
of  the  growing  interest  in  his  work  at  Port  Royal,  and  regrets 
to  have  been  obliged  to  yield  his  week-day  service  at  Har- 
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deeville,  the  demand  at  that  point  being  for  a  Sunday,  which 
he  could  not  give. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Bellinger  reports  that  he  had  travelled  during 
the  year  3,139  miles,  holding  services  101  times  on  Sundays, 
141  times  on  other  days,  and  administered  the  Holy  Com- 
munion in  public  64  times.  Besides  these  services,  he  visited 
Alabama  in  a  vacation  of  four  weeks,  holding  service  and 
preaching  six  times  in  Coalburg,  once  in  Birmingham,  and 
once  in  Montgomery. 

In  the  absence  of  other  reports,  the  Board  has  not  at- 
tempted to  do  more  than  refer  the  Convention  to  the  above 
items  of  interest,  and  to  lay  before  the  body  the  Annual  Re- 
port of  its  Treasurer.

REPORT  OF  THE  STATE  OF  THE  CHURCH. 


So  far  62  reports  have  been  handed  in,  all  but  St.  Helena, 
Beaufort ;  Prince  George's,  Winyah  ;  St.  Michael's,  Charleston  ; 
St.  Stephen's  Parish  ;  St.  Luke's,  St.  Matthew's;  Claremont; 
Stateburg;  St.  Paul's,  RadclifTeboro;  Trinity  Church,  Columbia, 
Church  of  Advent,  Spartanburg;  St.  Paul's,  Summerville ; 
Grace  Church,  Charleston.  From  these  in  hand,  we  find 
$40,259.14,  reported.  The  Committee  has  had  not  time  to 
examine  the  statements  further. 

If  any  then  is  over  looked  in  this  report,  brethren  must 
excuse  us,  for  we  have  not  had  the  opportunity  to  digest  the 
reports. 

Mr.  Capers — expresses  his  great  regret  at  leaving  Greenville, 
where  he  has  been  for  20  years,  bids  them  farewell  and  God 
speed. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Tillinghast,  says,  that  a  chapel  built  by  Mrs. 
A.  G.  Clarkson,  near  the  parsonage,  has  been  found  very 
useful. 

Dr.  Wilson  writes,  that  St.  Luke's,  Charleston,  has  been 
repaired;  a  new  carpet  laid,  a  handsome  altar  in  carved 
walnut  has  been  donated  as  a  memorial,  and  a  handsome 
walnut  pulpit  in  walnut  and  brass,  as  a  thank  offering. 

Mr.  Glass,  tells  of  the  burning  of  St.  John's,  Fairfield,  and  of 
the  kindness  of  the  Baptists  and  Methodists,  in  loaning  them 
buildings  for  service  ;  he  is  encouraged  in  his  efforts  to  re- 
build, having  some  $3,000,  in  hand,  needs  $5,000. 

Mr.  Kershaw,  reports  a  chapel  to  cost  $625,  is  being  built 
at  Darlington,  by  the  people  themselves.    Lay  reading  is 
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regularly  maintained  ;  the  prospects  bright,  also  a  mission 
among  colored  people,  St.  Mark's,  Clarendon.  A  chapel  is  to 
be  built,  $163.50,  in  hand. 

Mr.  Prentiss,  reports  a  church  built  at  Adam's  Run. 

Mr.  Gadsden,  that  blinds  have  been  given,  and  lamps  to 
the  Chapel  at  Seneca. 

Mr.  Green,  improvements  in  the  Church  at  Mt.  Pleasant, 
and  the  loan  of  the  organ  from  St.  Stephen's  Chapel,  Charles- 
ton. 

Mr.  Drayton,  reports  his  incapacity  for  much  work,  from 
sickness. 

Mr.  Mitchell,  the  enlargement  of  the  Church  of  the  Good 
Shepherd,  Columbia,  at  a  cost  of  $750 — nearly  doubling  the 
seating  capacity,  and  also  good  work  done  by  the  Guild. 

Mr  Bellinger,  repairs  to  the  Rectory  at  All  Saints,  Hamp- 
ton. Mr.  Clarkson,  encouraging  help  for  his  Missions  among 
colored  people.  Mr.  Phelps,  the  successful  working  of  his 
parochial  school  for  white  children.  Mr.  Bellinger  is  much 
encouraged  in  his  work  among  colored  people.  Mr.  Archer 
acknowledged  kindly  help  from  St.  Philip's  Church,  Charles- 
ton, at  Christ  Church,  Charleston.  Mr.  J.  S.  Heyward  re- 
ports a  Rectory  and  ready  to  pay  Rector's  salary,  but  none 
yet  secured,  wishes  one  much.  Mr.  Joyner,  his  colored 
school  very  successful ;  has  lost  his  teacher  and  is  ready  to 
pay  $300,  and  wishes  to  secure  one. 

Mr.  Stoney.  Successful  Mission  services  under  difficulties. 
Mr.  Pollard,  the  building  of  Church  of  Epiphany,  at  Summer- 
ville,  and  a  most  encouraging  Mission.  Dr.  Porter,  active 
work  among  the  associations,  known  as  the  King's  Daughters. 
The  completion  of  the  chapel  at  Aiken.  The  thorough  re- 
pairs done  by  Church  at  Black  Oak. 

The  general  outlook  is  hopeful. 

The  Chapel  at  Walhalla  to  cost  $1000.    $600  pledged.

REPORTS  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  FINANCE. 


The  Committee  on  Finance  respectfully  report  that  they 
have  examined  the  Treasurer's  accounts,  with  the  vouchers 
attached,  and  find  them  correct. 

The  Committee  find,  from  the  account  of  the  Treasurer  of 
the  Bishop's  Fund,  that  the  Bishop  has  been  paid  the  last 
year,  in  part,  only  ;  there  being  a  balance  of  $1,177.20  still 
due.  The  Treasurer,  in  a  verbal  report,  states  that  a  consid- 
erable amount  (about  $1600)  is  due  on  the  quotas  from  Par- 
ishes. The  Committee,  therefore,  urgently  appeal  to  Parishes 
to  remit  their  dues  to  the  Treasurer,  as  soon  as  practicable. 

Your  Committee  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  follow- 
ing resolutions  : 

Resolved,  That  a  sum  equivalent  to  fifteen  cents  for  each 
baptized  soul  over  fourteen  years  of  age,  be  assessed  upon 
each  Parish  of  the  Diocese  in  union  with  the  Convention,  for 
the  purpose  of  defraying,  the  expenses  of  the  Diocesan  Con- 
vention. 

Resolved,  That  each  Parish  and  Mission  of  the  Diocese 
contribute  a  sum  equivalent  to  twenty- five  cents  for  each  bap- 
tized soul  reported,  over  fourteen  years  of  age,  for  the  sup- 
port of  the  Episcopate. 

Resolved,  That  the  Secretary  of  the  Convention  be  requested 
to  continue  his  notice  to  each  Parish,  of  the  amounts  assessed 
for  the  Bishop's  Fund  and  Diocesan  Convention  Expenses. 

Resolved,  That  the  Treasurer  of  the  Bishop's  Fund,  be  in- 
structed to  notify  each  Rector  and  member,  of  the  balance 
due  on  the  Bishop's  salary  of  the  past  year,  and  to  request 
them  to  have  the  amounts  due,  by  each  Parish,  remitted  as 
soon  as  possible.

REPORT  OF  THE  TRUSTEES  OF  THE  UNIVERSITY 
OF  THE  SOUTH. 


The  Trustees  of  the  University  orthe  South  report: 
That  the  prospects  of  this  Institution  are  as  bright  this 
year  as  ever  before.  But  it  is  to  the  Theological  Department 
only  that  this  Convention  is  called  upon  to  give  its  support, 
and  by  the  last  report  of  the  University  Treasurer,  less  than 
$200.00  out  of  over  $500.00  appropriated,  has  been  paid  this 
this  year.  If  the  clergy  would  impress  upon  their  congrega- 
tions that  we  have  promised  this  to  Theological  Education, 
a  greater  interest  might  be  created.  Some  may  suppose  that 
they  are  giving  (o  the  Scholastic  Department,  and  feel- 
ing pressing  needs  nearer  home,  are  indifferent  when  tin's 
offering  is  made.  But  the  fact  is,  this  offering  is  to  the 
preparation  of  men  for  the  sacred  ministry  of  the  church. 
There  are  now  eight  Clergymen  from  Sewanee  in  the  Dio- 
cese, two  will  graduate  in  August,  and  one  will  enter  at  that 
time.  In  view  of  the  fact  that  many  Parishes  have  made  no 
offerings — especially  among  the  City  Parishes — we  hope  that 
the  resolution  of  last  year  will  be  continued  this  year,  as 
follows  : 

Resolved,  That  each  Parish  and  Mission  in  this  Diocese, 
which  has  not  already  done  so.  is  earnestly  requested  to 
make  an  offering  for  the  Theological  Department  of  the 
University  of  the  South,  between  this  date  and  the  meeting 
of  the  Board  of  Trustees  in  July,  that  the  present  deficiency 
may  be  supplied.

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R EMARKS 


Christ  Church,  Wilton.  Rev.  W.  O.  Prentiss,  Rector. 

Since  the  last  report,  a  Church  has  been  built  at  Adams'  Run,  and 
on  November  13th,  was  consecrated  by  the  Bishop,  who  also,  on  the 
same  day,  confirmed  three  persons.  This  Parish  is  now  established, 
and  in  a  fairly  prosperous  condition.  In  addition  to  the  services 
reported,  I  have  officiated  sometimes  on  James  Island,  and  at  Eutaw- 
ville. 

Christ  Church  Parish.  Rev.  J.  M.  Green,  Rector. 

In  addition  to  the  repairs  and  improvements  on  our  Church, 
Chapel,  and  Rectory,  which  were  accomplished  with  the  contribu- 
tion of  the  Bishop  from  the  '  Earthquake  Fund,"  the  congregation 
have  this  year,  through  their  own  exertions,  been  able  to  have  the 
chancel  walls  of  St.  Andrew's  Chapel  beautifully  stencilled,  the  fur- 
niture bronzed  and  painted,  and  the  floor  carpeted.  Through  the 
kindness  of  St.  Philip's  Church  Vestry,  we  have  been  supplied  with 
sufficient  substantial  carpeting  for  the  aisle,  the  gallery,  and  a  num- 
ber of  pews.  Three  handsome  hanging  lamps  have  also  been  pre- 
sented to  the  Church,  and  a  unique  marbleized  cross  for  the  chancel. 
The  attendance  has  always  been  large  during  the  summer  months. 

St.  John's,  John's  Island.  Rev.  J.  M.  Green,  Rector. 

The  attendance  at  our  services  has  increased  each  year,  so  that 
there  is  now  barely  sufficient  accommodation  for  the  people.  Modern 
pews  have  recently  been  substituted  for  the  old  time  benches,  which 
are  much  more  comfortable  and  seemly.  The  Vestry  purpose,  with 
the  assistance  of  the  Ladies'  Society,  as  soon  as  practicable,  to  recess 
the  chancel,  which  will  afford  room  for  additional  pews,  and  also 
add  considerably  to  the  general  appearance  o'f  the  Church.  Through 
the  kindness  of  the  Ladies'  Domestic  Missionary  Society,  of  Charles- 
ton, the  congregation  has  obtained  the  loan  of  an  excellent  pipe 
organ,  formerly  in  use  at  St.  Stephen's  Chapel,  Charleston.  The 
congregation  has  also,  through  the  kindness  of  Mrs.  (Rev.)  J.  H. 
Eccleston,  who  was  born  and  reared  in  this  Parish,  been  enabled  to 
purchase  from  R.  Geissler,  New  York,  a  neat,  substantial  font. 

The  prospects  of  this  Parish  are  encouraging. 

St.  Thomas  and  St.  Dennis.  Rev.  E.  T.  Walker,  Rector. 

The  godly  and  religious  interest  of  the  Parish  is  far  better  than  at 
my  last  report. 

St.  John's  Berkeley.  Rev.  H.  H.  Phelps,  Rector. 

Of  the  money  included  in  the  report,  $24.61  came  through  "the 
penny  system."  This  may  be  a  great  instrumentality  for  good.  The 
offerings  are  small,  but  in  the  aggregate  they  amount  to  a  good  deal. 

"The  Parochial  School  for  White  Children,"  which  was  estab- 
lished last  fall,  has  been  working  successfully  ;  and  its  present  pros- 
pects are  very  bright.  It  is  hoped  that  the  school  may  soon  be  self- 
supporting.    Several  parishioners  contribute  regularly,  and  some 
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Largely  to  this  work.  Total  moneys  received  from  all  sources  for  the 
school,  $92.63. 

Strawberry  Chapel,  which  was  injured  by  the  Earthquake,  has 
been  .thoroughly  repaired.  Money  for  this  purpose  was  furnished 
by  the  Bishop  from  the  "  Earthquake  Fund." 

Trinity  Church,  Black  Oak.  Rev.  H.  H.  Phelps,  Rector. 

Of  the  money  given  to  Diocesan  and  General  Missions,  $22.00  were 
received  from  the  u  Penny  System,"  established  in  the  Parish.  "  The 
Ladies'  Sewing  Society  "  continues  to  be  a  useful  and  helpful  organ- 
ization. 

Report  of  Rev.  J.  G.  Drayton.    Rector  of  St.  Andrew's  Parish. 

In  the  providence  of  God,  I  have  been  sick  and  suffering  during 
the  winter,  and  so  far  into  the  spring.  A  few  services  in  one  of  the 
Chapels  tells  all  the  work  which  I  have  been  able  to  accomplish.  I 
have  baptized  one  white  infant,  and  married  one  white  couple. 

St.  Helena,  Beaufort.  Rev.  P.  D.  Hay,  Rector. 

Through  the  faithful  persevering  efforts  of  the  Ladies'  Aid  Society, 
an  extremely  pretty  Gothic  Sunday-school  building  has  just  been 
completed.  We  are  much  indebted  to  Mr.  W.  B.  W.  Howe,  for 
gratuitously  furnishing  us  with  the  plan.  Our  grateful  acknowledg- 
ment is  due  also  to  Christ  Chuvch,  Georgetown,  D.  G  ,  for  a  donation 
of  fifty  dollars,  through  the  Rector,  Rev.  A.  R.  Stuart,  to  our  organ 
fund.  This  reduces  the  amount  due  on  our  organ  to  $180.  The 
original  cost  was  $1,510. 

St.  Paul's,  Pendleton.  Rev.  T.  F.  Gadsden,  Rector. 

A  new  chair  of  black  walnut  has  been  put  in  the  Chancel,  and  a 
number  of  new  books  in  the  Library.  The  attendance  on  the 
services  is  very  gratifying. 

Christ  Church,  Greenville. 

Reported  by  Rev.  E.  Capers,  late  Rector. 

With  this  report,  my  official  relations  to  Christ  Church,  Green- 
ville, terminate.  Nothing  will  ever  terminate  my  interest  in  the 
life  and  prosperity  of  this  beloved  Parish.  For  twenty  years  I  have 
been  its  Rector.  No  minister  ever  had  a  kinder  flock,  or  felt  more 
keenly  the  pang  of  parting.  Under  the  zealous  care  of  my  Rev. 
Brother  Downman,  may  the  Lord  make  them  to  increase  and 
abound  in  Him,  and.  stablish  their  hearts  unblamable  in  holiness 
before  God,  ever  our  Father,  at  the  coming  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ, 
with  all  the  saints  ! 

Grace  Church,  Camden.  Rev.  J.  M.  Stoney,  Rector. 

I  n  addition  to  the  regular  services  in  the  Parish  Church,  I  hold 
services  on  the  second  and  fourth  Sunday  afternoons  in  a  Chapel 
recently  erected  at  Swift  Creek,  during  the  summer.  And  on  the 
first  and  third  Sundays,  during  the  year,  at  night,  in  a  Chapel  also 
recently  built,  four  miles  east  of  Camden.  The  congregations  that 
assemble  at  each  of  these  places  number  about  one  hundred,  or  one 
hundred  and  twenty-five  persons.  Sunday-schools  have  been  con- 
ducted there  under  difficulties  that  are  hard  to  overcome  in  country 
places.  The  pupils  of  those  schools  are  not  included  in  parochial 
report. 
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Trinity  Church,  Edgefield.  Rev.  J.  F.  Finlay,  Rector. 

The  work  among  the  colored  people  does  not  grow  here.  Rev. 
J.  S.  Quarles,  has  assisted  me  in  it  since  last  October,  giving  the 
third  Sunday  in  each  month  to  the  work.  The  total  appropriations 
the  last  year  were  $3i  55.  The  most  encouraging  feature  is  the 
Sunday-school,  in  which  there  are  two  teachers,  and  about  twelve 
children. 

Besides  my  regular  work,  I  have  held  service  at  Johnston's,  three 
Sunday  afternoons,  in  a  hall  which  has  been  rented,  and  one  other 
day.  I  have  also  visited  the  Church  near  Ninety-Six,  on  Capt. 
J.  H.  Brook's  plantation,  occasionally.  At  this  place  I  have  baptized 
one  infant,  and  administered  the  Holy  Communion  once,  in  private. 

St.  John's,  Fairfield.  Rev.  J.  G.  Glass,  Minister. 

With  regard  to  the  number  of  services  held  at  St.  John's,  Winns- 
boro',  and  St.  Stephen's,  Ridgeway,  and  all  kindred  subjects,  it  must 
be  remembered  that  the  record  begins  in  October,  1887,  the  time  the 
present  Deacon  was  placed  in  charge  by  the  Bishop.  The  increased 
activity  of  the  Parish,  the  regular  attendance  of  the  congregation  at 
divine  service,  whenever  held,  has  been  a  matter  of  very  great 
gratification. 

The  Diocese  is  aware  of  the  great  disaster  which  has  befallen  this 
Parish,  in  the  total  destruction  by  fire,  of  St.  John's  Church,  Winns- 
boro',  on  the  night  of  March  1st.  Acting  on  the  advice  of  the 
Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  an  appeal  for  help  was  at  once  addressed  to 
the  Clergy  of  the  Diocese.  Many  of  these  have  responded,  and  we 
take  the  opportunity  of  returning  our  grateful  thanks  to  all  whose 
hearts  have  been  touched  by  our  distress,  and  who  have  aided  us  by 
their  warm-hearted  and  generous  response  to  our  appeal.  We  hope 
within  another  month  to  lay  the  corner-stone  of  a  new  Church 
building  at  Winnsboro' . 

In  the  meantime,  and  until  our  Church  is  rebuilt,  we  will  hold 
our  regular  services  in  the  Baptist  and  Methodist  Church  buildings. 
We  need  at  least  $500  more  for  our  purposes.  May  we  not  hope  that 
this  statement  of  our  needs  will  move  the  hearts  of  some  who  have 
not  already  done  so,  to  make  an  effort  in  our  behalf.  To  the  Giver 
of  all  good,'  we  return  thanks  for  the  many  friends  He  has  raised  up 
for  us  in  our  hour  of  need. 

Zion  Church,  Richland.  Rev.  J.  II.  Tillifighast,  Rector. 

The  Chapel  built  within  the  limits  of  Zion  Parish,  near  the  parson- 
age in  the  Sand  Hills,  by  Mrs.  A.  G.  Clarkson,  Sr.,  was  used  during 
the  summer  and  fall  of  last  year,  and  the  result  justified  the  wisdom 
and  piety  of  the  donor  in  its  erection.  The  additional  services  there- 
by rendered  practicable,  were  well  attended  and  appreciated,  and  a 
Sunday-school,  composed  of  the  children  of  both  Parishes  was  kept 
up  during  the  summer,  and  early  fall. 

Grace  Church,  Charleston.    Rev.  C.  C.  Pinckney,  I).  D.,  Hector. 

The  Church  has  been  entirely  completed,  at  an  expense  of  $21,500. 
The  congregation  have  paid  $12,625,  including  $5,600  from  the  Bish- 
op's Fund,  leaving  a  debt  of  $8,200  to  be  raised.  A  good  beginning 
was  made  on  Easter  Sunday,  when  an  offering  of  $1,690  was  received 
to  meet  the  first  installment  of  this  debt,  The  Church  is  flourishing, 
and  every  available  pew  rented. 
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Church  of  the  Holy  Communion,  Charleston. 

Rev.  A.  T.  Porter,  D.  P.,  Rector. 

The  Church  of  the  Holy  Communion  has  been  rough-cast  on  the 
exterior,  and  repaired  in  the  interior,  at  a  cost  of  about  $1,000.  The 
ladies  have  for  two  years  organized  societies,  under  the  title  of  "  The 
King's  Daughters  " — a  simple  organization  of  Tens  ;  each  ten  taking 
some  specific  work.  The  Parish  has  been  thoroughly  re-organized. 
The  gentlemen  will  form  a  Chapter  of  the  St.  Andrew's  Brotherhood; 
and  though  we  have  had  some  trouble  and  sorrow,  connected  with 
the  question  which  has  agitated  the  Diocese,  with  God's  blessing  we 
expect  to  maintain  our  position,  and  enlarge  our  borders.  The  Re- 
port of  Rev.  T.  A.  Porter,  Assistant,  is  embraced  in  this  Report. 

Church  of  the  Redeemer,  Orangeburg. 

Reported  by  James  S.  Hey  ward,  Warden. 

In  spite  of  efforts  to  get  a  Rector,  we  are  still  without  the  benefits 
of  one.  We  have  no  lay  reading,  and  no  Sunday  School.  Our  peo- 
ple are  entirely  dependent  upon  other  denominations  for  the  privi- 
lege of  public  worship,  while  we  have  a  Church,  and  a  Rectory,  and 
are  willing  to  pay. 

Christ  Church,  Charleston.  ^ardens\John  Bickly  ' 

The  Parish  acknowledges  gratefully  the  receipt  of  continued  favors 
at  Easter  and  Christmas,  from  the  congregation  of  St.  Philip's 
Church,  Charleston,  through  their  City  Mission  Society. 

St.  Jude's  Church,  Walterboro'. 

Rev.  E.  E.  Bellinger,  Rector. 

I  had  service  for  the  whites  20  times  on  Sundays,  and  11  times  on 
other  days;  preaching  30  times;  the  Bishop,  once.  For  the  colored 
people,  10  times  on  Sundays,  and  12  times  on  other  days;  preaching 
21  times;  the  Bishop,  once.  Mr.  W.  C  P.  Bellinger  having  been 
appointed  Lay  Reader  by  the  Bishop,  commenced  his  duties  as  such 
on  Advent  Sunday,  and  has  celebrated  divine  service  on  18  Sundays, 
and  on  Ash-Wednesday  and  Good  Friday— 20  times.  The  amount 
reported  as  received  from  invested  fund,' was  expended  in  insuring 
the  Church  building,  and  was  derived  from  a  donation  given  for 
that  purpose  by  a  member  of  the  congregation,  now  deceased.  That 
derived  from  rents,  was  from  pew  rents.  In  addition  to  the  salary 
reported,  the  colored  members  appendant  to  St.  Jude's  Church  pre- 
sented me  with  $10.00.  They  seem  to  be  interested,  and  the  attend- 
ance on  public  worship  is  general.  From  the  fact  that  they  are 
unorganized,  and  T  visit  Walterboro'  but  once  a  month,  I  cannot 
enter  into  detail  with  any  exactness.  Mr.  W.  C.  P.  Bellinger  is  also 
the  Superintendent  of  the  Sunday  School.  The  congregation  are 
making  an  effort  to  purchase  a  new  organ,  in  which  I  hope  they  will 
ere  long  succeed.  The  offerings  from  Sunday  School  are  the  chil- 
dren's Lenten  Offerings  for  Foreign  Missions.  The  amount  appor- 
tioned to  this  Church  for  Diocesan  Missions  was  $30.00.  Amount 
paid,  $30.08 ;  Penny  Fund,  $2.05— $32.13. 

All  Saints'  Church,  Hampton  Co. 

Rev.  E.  E.  Bellinger,  Rector. 

In  addition  to  services  reported,  I  had  service  for  the  colored  peo- 
ple 19  times  on  Sundays;  preaching  18  times.  The  Bishop  preached 
once.   To  the  whites  I  preached  78  times;  the  Bishop,  once.  Of  these 
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services,  eight  were  at  MePhersonville.  The  Rectory  has  been  re- 
paired; Maj.  Screven  paying  the  carpenter,  and  the  Vestry  furnish- 
ing the  lumber.  Mrs.  Screven  continues  her  school  for  the  colored 
children,  and  appears  to  be  satisfied  with  the  results.  The  amount 
apportioned  to  All  Saints  by  the  Board  of  Missions  was  $50.00. 
Amount  paid,  $50.63.  Of  amount  credited  to  "Subscriptions  and 
Donations,"  $45.00  was  interest  on  bond  of  Sheldon  Church,  donated 
to  All  Saints  as  the  proper  representatives  of  Sheldon  Church,  by  the 
Trustees  of  the  Diocese. 

St.  Luke's  Church,  Charleston. 

Rev.  R.  Wilson,  D.  D.}  Rector. 

The  apparently  large  number  noted  as  "lost  by  removal,"  results 
from  a  rigid  scrutiny  of  the  list  of  Communicants  ;  there  being  no 
other  head  under  which  to  place  names  removed  on  account  of 
erroneous  entry,  and  other  such  causes.  Since  the  last  Report,  the 
Church  has  been  repaired  and  renovated.  A  handsome  new  carpet 
has  been  laid,  and  a  handsome  altar  in  carved  walnut  donated  as  a 
memorial  to  a  deceased  member  of  the  congregation,  and  a  very 
handsome  pulpit,  in  walnut  and  brass,  erected  by  the  congregation 
as  a  thank-offering  for  the  preservation  of  the  Church  on  the  terrible 
earthquake  night.  The  excess  of  expenditures  over  receipts,  repre- 
sents the  balance  of  last  year's  donations  expended  in  completing 
the  earthquake  repairs. 

St.  Paul's  Church,  Summerville. 

By  Rev.  L.  F.  Guerry,  Late  Rector. 

$500  was  received  from  Bishop  Howe  for  repairs  to  Church  and 
Rectory,  for  earthquake  damages,  and  $50  through  Mr.  Jno.  (lads- 
den,  for  the  same  object,  which  amounts  enabled  the  vestry  to  put  the 
two  buildings  in  fair  condition. 

Church  of  Our  Saviour,  Rock  Hill.    Rev.  E.  N  .Joyner,  Rector. 

The  services  at  the  Colored  Mission  are  not  reported  in  the  table 
of  statistics.  Mr.  Bratton  and  I  have  held  regular  services  at  the 
Mission  twice  each  month  on  Sundays,  and  occasionally  on  week- 
day nights.  The  Sunday-school  has  been  continued.  The  day 
School  was  suspended  the  first  of  April,  Mr.  Mellichamp,  the  teacher, 
having  removed.  There  are  about  $300,  on  hand  to  credit  of  the 
Mission.  The  Parish  at  Rock  Hill  has  lost  seriously  by  removals, 
both  as  to  finance  and  numbers  I  have  been  ably  assisted  in  the 
four  congregations  to  which  I  have  ministered,  by  the  Rev.  Theo. 
D.  Bratton.  I  wish  to  acknowledge,  not  only  his  zeal  and  wisdom, 
but  his  cordial  and  loyal  co-operation. 

Besides  the  ministrations  reported,  I  have  preached  at  Charlotte, 
and  in  Montgomery  County,  N.  C,  have  administered  the  Holy 
Communion  at  Winnsboro',  preached  at  St.  Luke's  and  St.  Mark's, 
Charleston,  attended  Convocation  twice,  Convention  once. 

Church  op  the  Good  Shepherd,  Columbia. 

Rev.  A.  R.  Mitchell,  Rector. 

It  is  with  much  gratification  and  great  encouragement  that  I 
report  the  marked  progress  made  by  this  Parish  in  the  last  year,  and 
the  continued  interest  manifested  by  the  whole  congregation. 
Owing  to  the  large  attendance  at  the  services,  we  have  been  necessi- 
tated to  enlarge  the  Church,  wThich  now  gives  us  double  the  seating 
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capacity  and  adds  considerably  to  the  appearance  of  the  building. 
This  enlargement  has  been  at  a  cost  of  about  seven  hundred  and 
fifty  dollars,  and  I  am  glad  to  say  nearly  all  has  been  paid.  With 
the  exception  of  a  few  small  donations,  this  amount  has  been  raised 
within  the  Parish. 

The  Guild  of  the  Good  Shepherd,  an  auxiliary  to  the  Parish, 
which  has  for  its  primary  object,  the  increasing  and  strengthening 
of  the  Christian  life,  the  visiting  and  instructing  the  poor  and  igno- 
rant, have  also  contributed  largely  to  the  improvement  of  the 
Church.  This  Society  begun,  and  continued  in  God's  name,  has 
exerted  an  influence  for  good,  far  beyond  all  expectation.  One 
marked  feature  in  the  Parish  is  the  general  improvement  and  the  un- 
abated interest  in  the  Industrial  School.  Many  of  the  children  are 
almost  competent  to  earn  a  living  by  their  needle,  and  the  instruc- 
tion given  in  the  Scriptures,  and  the  Church,  is  already  beginning 
to  bring  forth  good  fruit.  Feeling  that  the  Sunday-school  is  an  im- 
portant part  of  the  Parish,  much  care  has  been  given  to  the  training 
of  the  young,  and  the  cultivating,  refining  and  Christianizing  in- 
fluence of  the  Church,  has  been  felt  in  this  section  of  the  city,  where 
the  children  were  growing  up  in  almost  heathenism. 

At  a  recent  meeting  of  the  Vestry  a  great  desire  was  manifested  by 
all  to  be  united  with  the  Diocesan  Convention,  thereupon  a  motion 
was  made  that  the  Rector  be  authorized  to  make  application  for  ad- 
mittance in  the  name  of  the  Parish.  As  we  have  fulfilled  all  the  re- 
quirements of  the  Constitution  and  Canons,  we  hope  this  request 
will  be  granted. 

I  close  these  remarks  with  the  hope  that  God's  choicest  blessings 
may  rest  upon  our  Diocese,  and  that  we  will  be  more  united  in 
working  for  the  cause  of  Christ  and  His  Church. 

St.  John's  Chapel,  Hampstead.    Rev.  R.  Wilson,  I).  I).  Minister. 
Reported  by  J.  J.  Pringle  Smith,  Lay  Reader. 

From  St.  Philip's,  St.  Michael's,  and  Grace  Churches,  contributions 
are  acknowledged  in  clothing,  provisions  and  money. 

Calvary  Church,  Charleston.         Rev,  J.  V.  Welsh,  Rector. 

Since  my  last  Report,  owing  to  sickness,  I  have  not  been  able  to 
visit  the  Churches  of  St.  Stephen's,  and  The  Redeemer ;  neither 
have  I  been  able  to  visit  the  Hospitals,  Alms  House  and  the  "  Old 
Folk's  Home,"  as  I  have  done  heretofore.  At  the  Jail  there  are  no 
accommodations  for  holding  religious  services  ;  but  I  hope,  through 
the  blessing  of  God,  soon  to  resume  my  duties  at  the  above  stations. 

St.  Mark's  Church,  Chester.  Rev.  E.  N.  Joyncr,  Rector. 

The  congregation  has  continued  to  lose  by  removal  of  its  members. 
Yet  those  who  remain  have  shown  great  zeal  and  fidelity,  both  in 
regular  attendance  upon  the  public  services  of  the  Church,  and  in 
co-operating  with  their  pastors. 

Church  of  the  Atonement,  Black's  Station. 

Rev.  J.  D.  McCollough,  Missionary. 

A  very  imperfect  financial  report  would  be  made  from  this  infant 
mission,  if  no  account  were  taken  of  the  Church  Building,  to  which 
all  the  energies  of  the  very  little  flock  have  been  directed.  Progress- 
ing very  slowly,  it  is  now,  though  far  from  complete,  in  a  condition 
to  be  occupied  for  public  worship.    My  visits,  hitherto  few  and 
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irregular,  now  that  we  have  a  fixed  dwelling  place,  are  regular  and 
monthly.  In  order  to  this  I  have  ceased  to  visit  Easley,  which  was 
remote,  and  from  which  more  than  half  of  the  few  Church  people 
have  removed. 

Besides  the  services  reported  at  the  three  points  named  in  the 
Table  of  Statistics,  I  have  conducted  service,  at  Easley  and  various 
other  points,  25  times,  celebrated  Holy  Communion  4  times,  and 
baptized  1  infant.    Also,  had  service  at  Saluda,  N.  C,  13  times. 

Church  of  the  Epiphany,  Laurens. 

Rev.  E.  G.  Logan,  Missionary. 

Performed  6  services  also  at  Woodruff,  a  town  on  the  Augusta  and 
Spartanburg  Railroad,  midway  between  Laurens  and  Spartanburg, 
where  there  are  four  communicants  and  twelve  souls  belonging  to 
the  Episcopal  Church.  Donations,  $11.00.  Baptized  1  infant.  About 
$75.00  have  been  recovered  for  the  Church  of  the  Epiphany,  Laurens, 
from  the  Laurens  and  Greenville  Railroad  Company,  for  right  of 
way.    It  will  probably  be  expended  for  chancel  furniture  and  a  bell. 

Mission  at  Welford.  Rev.  E.  C.  Logan,  Minister. 

This  Report  embraces  Fair  Forest  also,  where  I  have  a  branch  mis- 
sion, and  where  I  preach  once  a  month.  Two  families,  numbering 
ten  souls,  belonging  to  our  communion,  reside  here. 

Chapel  of  The  Ascension,  Seneca  City. 

Rev.  T.  F.  Gadsden,  Missionary. 
Blinds  on  the  outside,  and  lamps  within,  have  been  added. 
Mission  at  Darlington.  Rev .  Jno.  Kershaw,  Missionary. 

A  Chapel,  to  cost  $625.00,  is  building.  The  people,  mainly  by  their 
own  exertions,  but  somewhat  assisted  by  friends,  have  raised  $525.00 
in  cash.  Lay  reading  is  regularly  maintained  by  Mr.  Henry  T. 
Thompson.  He  reports  the  condition  of  the  Mission  as  flourishing, 
and  the  prospects  bright. 

Mission  to  Colored  People,  Wateree. 

Rev.  T.  B.  Clarkson,  Missionary. 

I  would  acknowledge  the  following  contributions  to  the  Mission, 
with  thanks,  viz  :  Three  valuable  boxes  from  Trinity  and  Calvary 
Churches,  Pittsburg,  for  Christmas  Tree;  also,  valuable  articles  for 
Christmas  Tree  from  Miss  Stevenson,  of  Philadelphia;  a  box  of  cloth- 
ing and  other  articles  from  Calvary  Church,  New  York;  a  box  of 
clothing  from  Miss  Frances  A.  Marble's  Sunday  School  class,  Bridge- 
port, Conn.,  for  children  ;  a  contribution  from  Mrs.  E.  J.  Stone, 
Washington,  D.  C,  towards  purchase  of  a  font;  also,  one  hundred 
dollars  from  Miss  M.  R.  Leuthall,  for  use  of  the  Mission;  a  bundle  of 
clothing  from  Mr.  B.  R.  Stuart,  Charleston,  S.  C. 

Report  of  Rev.  E.  E.  Bellinger, 

Missionary  to  Allendale,  Brunson,  Hampton  C.  H.,  and  Ellenton. 

At  Allendale,  service  was  performed  8  times  on  Sundays,  and  24 
times  on  other  days.  The  congregation  have  not  yet  succeeded  in 
securing  a  sufficient  amount  to  warrant  their  commencing  the 
Church  Building,  but  are  still  stri  ving  to  accomplish  this  much  de- 
sired object.  The  services  are  still  held  in  the  Union  Church.  The 
amount  credited  to  Foreign  Missions  was  contributed  by  the  children 
of  the  Sunday  School  as  their  Easter  offering. 
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At  Bronson,  Divine  Service  was  celebrated  22  times  on  20  week 
days.  The  amount  reported  as  salary  of  Missionary  was  contributed 
for  the  purpose  of  defraying  his  traveling  expenses,  incurred  in  visit- 
ing Bronson.  The  services  were  performed  in  the  Methodist  and 
Baptist  Churches,  with  Christian  kindness  and  courtesy  lent  for  the 
purpose. 

At  Hampton  C.  H.,  I  had  service  21  times  on  20  week  days.  The 
services  were  performed  in  the  Methodist  Church  and  the  Academy 
Building,  kindly  lent  for  the  purpose.  The  amount  reported  as  Mis- 
sionary's salary  was  contributed  for  defraying  his  expenses  in  visit- 
ing Hampton. 

At  Eelenton,  I  had  public  service  16  times  on  12  week  days.  The 
services  were  performed  in  the  Baptist  Church,  kindly  lent  for  the 
purpose.  The  amount  credited  to  Minister's  salary  was  contributed 
to  defray  his  expenses  in  visiting  Ellen  ton. 

In  addition  to  the  services  performed  in  my  parochial  fields,  I  cele- 
brated Divine  Service,  or  assisted  in  it,  as  follows  :  At  Grahamville, 
I  assisted  in  service  twice,  preaching  once.  At  Adam's  Run,  at  the 
consecration  of  the  Church,  I  preached  the  sermon.  At  Coalburg, 
Ala.,  I  had  service  4  times  on  Sundays,  twice  on  week  days,  preach- 
ing each  time.  Assisted  in  service  once.  At  Birmingham,  Ala.,  I 
preached  once  on  Sunday.  At  Montgomery,  Ala.,  I  preached  once 
on  Sunday.  During  this  period  covered  by  the  Report,  I  conducted 
public  worship,  or  assisted,  108  times,  on  52  Sundays,  and  145  times 
on  121  other  days,  preaching  245  times.  On  Sundays  I  had  no  service 
for  the  whites.  Once  I  was  at  the  Convention;  once  was  prevented 
by  inclement  weather. 

The  services  for  the  colored  people  reported  in  connection  with 
All  Saint's  Church,  were  performed  on  the  plantation  of  Major 
John  H.  Screven,  and  at  the  residence  of  a  colored  person,  which 
he  offered  for  the  purpose.  The  colored  people  seem  to  be  interested. 
The  services  for  the  colored  people  Walterboro'  were  performed  in 
the  Colored  Methodist  Church,  kindly  lent  for  the  purpose.  During 
the  year,  I  travelled  3,139  miles,  at  an  expense  of  $56.10.  Again,  I 
return  thanks  to  the  authorities  of  the  C.  &  S.  R.  R.,  and  P.  R.  &  S. 
R.  R.,  for  courtesies  rendered.  The  amount  apportioned  to  the 
Churches  aud  Missions  under  my  care  for  Diocesan  Missions,  was 
$94.    The  amount  paid,  was  $108.92. 

Report  of  Rev.  B.  B.  Sams.    Missionary  to  Hardeeville,  St.  Peter's 
Mission,  Port  Royal,  Ochitie,  and  Brighton. 

During  the  past  year,  by  the  blessing  of  God,  I  have  been  enabled 
regularly  to  meet  my  appointments  and  conduct  services,  seldom 
hindered  by  the  inclemency  of  the  weather.  The  Missionary  re- 
grets that  Hardeeville  will  no  longer  be  in  his  Mission.  Not  being 
able  to  give  them  a  Sunday,  in  consequence  of  having  to  go  more 
frequently  to  Port  Royal,  he  proffered  the  congregation  at  Hardee- 
ville week-day  services,  which  they  declined,  preferring  to  make 
other  arrangements.  The  work  at  Port  Royal  is  very  encouraging, 
and  there  seems  to  be  a  fair  promise  of  success.  I  am  now  giving 
them  eighteen  Sundays  in  the  course  of  the  year.  I  have  held 
service  at  Brighton  regularly  on  the  evening  of  the  Sunday  that  I 
visit  St.  Peter's.  There  being' only  two  or  three  Church  people  resi- 
dent in  St.  Peter's  neighborhood,  they  are  reported  as  belonging  to 
St.  Peter's. 
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Report  of  Rev.  P.  G.  Jenkins,  on  Wadmalaw  Island. 

I  have  conducted  services  at  Rockville  each  Sunday,  from  January, 
1887,  to  January,  1888.  The  Lord's  Supper  was  administered 
monthly.  I  organized  a  Sunday-school  during  the  summer,  which 
numbered  25  children  and  3  teachers.  Whenever  able,  I  opened 
the  School  with  prayer,  using  collects  from  the  Prayer  Book. 

Report  of  Rev.  Theo.  D.  Bratton,  Deacon  and  Missionary. 

Since  my  Ordination  to  the  Diaconate,  on  September  25th,  1887, 
I  have  been  attending  to  my  duties  as  Assistant  Minister  of  the 
Churches,  in  Rock  Hill,  York,  Chester,  and  Lancaster.  Over  and 
above,  services  reported  in  the  Regular  Reports  of  those  Parishes  and 
Missions,  respectively.  I  have  been  holding  services  in  the  Jail, 
and  Poor-houses  of  those  places,  at  regular  stated  times.

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The  Diocese  of  South  Carolina  is  a  body  politic  and  cor- 
porate, under  the  following  Act  of  the  General  Assembly  : 

AN  ACT  to  Grant  Certain  Powers  to  the  Bishop  and 
Standing  Committee  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church  for  The  Diocese  of  South  Carolina. 

Section  i.  Be  it  enacted by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Rep- 
resentatives of  the  State  of  South  Carolina,  now  met  and  sit- 
ting in  General  Assembly,  and  by  the  authority  of  the  same, 
That  the  Bishop  and  members  of  the  Standing  Committee  for 
the  time  being  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  for  the 
Diocese  of  South  Carolina,  and  their  successors  in  office,  or 
a  majority  of  them,  are  hereby  appointed  Trustees  for  the 
purpose  of  holding  in  trust  any  property  heretofore  given  or 
acquired,  or  hereafter  to  be  given  or  acquired,  for  objects  con- 
nected with  said  Church,  in  said  Diocese,  other  than  that  now 
held  by  other  corporations,  and,  also,  for  all  property  belong- 
ing to  any  of  the  corporations,  or  Churches,  or -dormant  Par- 
ishes formerly  connected  with  said  Church,  but  which  have 
now  ceased  to  have  active  operation,  and,  also,  of  any  prop- 
erty now  or  hereafter  belonging  to  other  Churches  or  cor- 
porations in  the  said  Diocese  which  may  desire  to  surrender 
or  convey  the  same  to  the  said  Trustees,  or  whose  charters 
of  incorporation  may  have  expired. 

Section  2.  The  said  Trustees  are  hereby  incorporated  as  a 
body  politic  and  corporate  by  the  name  of  the  Trustees  of  the 
Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  South  Carolina,  with  all  the 
powers  of  a  corporate  body,  and  may,  from  time  to  time,  make 
such  rules  and  by-laws  for  their  government  and  for  the  man- 
agement of  the  property  under  their  charge  as  shall  be  ap- 
proved by  a  majority  of  said  Trustees. 

Section  3.  The  title  to  the  real  and  personal  property  de- 
scribed in  the  first  Section  shall  become  vested  in  the  said 
Trustees  by  operation  of  law,  without  further  deed  or  con- 
veyance other  than  that  which  is  herein  specified,  and  the 
said  Trustees  shall  report  annually  to  the  Convention  of  the 
Diocese  of  the  said  Church. 

Approved  February  20,  1880.

shall  be  read  to  the  congregation,  or,  if  the  Parish  be  vacant, 
shall  be  affixed  to  the  published  notice  of  election. 

3.  Resolved,  That  it  be  recommended  to  the  Parishes  and 
Congregations  of  the  Diocese  to  defray  the  expenses  of  their 
respective  Pastors  incurred  in  attending  the  Diocesan  Con- 
vention.   (Passed  1838.) 

4.  Resolved,  That  whatever  balance  shall  be  in  the  Treas- 
urer's hands  at  the  meeting  of  the  General  Convention,  after 
providing  for  the  quota  of  the  Diocese  to  the  expenses  of  the 
same,  shall  be  paid  in  equal  portions  to  the .  Deputies  of  the 
Diocese  who  may  attend  such  meeting.    (Passed  1875.) 

5.  Resolved,  That  the  Trustees  of  the  Bishop's  Permanent 
Fund  shall  punctually  pay  over  to  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese 
the  sum  of  four  thousand  (4,000)  dollars  annually,  in  quar- 
terly payments,  from  said  fund,  to  enable  him  to  discharge 
his  Episcopal  duty.    (Amended  1859.) 

6.  Resolved,  That  whatever  balance  may  remain  after  pay- 
ing the  sum  of  four  thousand  (4,000)  dollars  to  the  Bishop, 
shall  be  invested.    (Amended  1877.) 

7.  Resolved,  That  a  salary  of  two  hundred  dollars  be  paid 
to  the  Secretary  of  the  Convention.    (Passed  1870.) 
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8.  Resolved,  That  three  dollars  per  day  be  paid  to  the 
Organist  officiating  during  the  sessions  of  the  Convention. 
(Passed  1856.) 

9.  Resolved,  That  a  like  sum  be  paid  the  Sexton  acting 
for  the  same  period.    (Passed  1856.) 

10.  Resolved,  That  it  is  inexpedient  and  unnecessary  to 
return  thanks  for  sermons  preached  before  this  body.  (Passed 
1859.) 

11.  Resolved,  That  when  any  Clergyman  of  this  Diocese 
shall  depart  this  life,  his  record  shall  be  inscribed  on  a  memo- 
rial page  of  the  Journal.    (Passed  1872.) 

.  12.  Resolved,  That  it  be  recommended  to  the  Vestries  of 
all  the  Churches  in  this  Diocese  to  discourage,  and,  if  possible, 
interdict,  the  use  of  Churches  under  their  care  for  all  tinhal- 
lowed,  worldly  and  common  purposes.    (Passed  1828.) 

13.  Resolved,  That  it  be  respectfully  recommended  to  mem- 
bers of  the  Church  in  this  Diocese  in  the  choice  of  Sponsors 
in  Baptism,  that  they  should  select  persons  who  are  regular 
communicants  of  the  Church.    (Passed  1870.) 

14.  Resolved,  As  the  sense  of  this  Convention,  that  it  is  the 
imperative  duty  of  every  member  of  this  Church  to  respect 
and  obey  a  summons  to  testify  in  the  trial  of  a  Minister. 
(Passed  1867.) 

15.  Resolved,  That  in  election  of  Trustees  of  the  Diocesan 
Theological  Seminary,  the  vote  be  taken  by  ballot.    (Passed  ' 
1866.) 

16.  Resolved,  That  in  a  vote  by  Orders,  the  Secretary 
shall  call  the  names  of  Deputies  and  record  the  Clergymen 
and  Laymen  voting  affirmatively   and  negatively.  (Passed 

1877.) 

17.  Resolved,  That  a  Committee  of  three  be  appointed  by 
the  Chair,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  make  arangements  for 
the  transportation  of  members  to  and  from  the  Convention. 
(Passed  1882.) 
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1 8.  Resolved,  That  Rectors  and  Missionaries  are  earnestly 
requested  to  send  their  reports  on  or  before  the  1st  of  May 
to  the  Secretary  of  Convention,  who  will  forward  them  to  the 
Chairman  of  the  last  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church, 
who  is  requested  to  have  the  report  ready  for  the  first  or 
second  day  of  the  Convention. 

19.  Resolved,  That  Rectors  and  Missionaries  be  requested 
always  to  read  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  the  State  of 
the  Church  to  their  Congregations  as  soon  as  they  obtain  a 
printed  copy  of  same.

Business  to  consist  of  one  Clergyman  and  two  Laymen  ;  a 
Committee  on  Finance,  to  consist  of  three  Laymen. 

5.  The  communication  of  the  application  of  congregations 
for  admission  into  the  Convention. 

6.  The  appointment,  by  the  President,  of  Preachers  for  the 
first  day  of  the  next  Annual  Convention. 

7.  The  Annual  Communication  of  the  Standing  Committee 
of  the  Diocese. 

8.  The  Annual  Report  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese. 

9.  The  Annual  Reports  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Bishop's 
Permanent  Fund,  and  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Convention. 

10.  The  appointment  of  Special  Committees. 

11.  Miscellaneous  business. 

II.  The  "Morning  Prayer"  shall  precede  the  business 
of  every  succeeding  day,  and  every  day's  session  shall  be 
closed  with  appropriate  Collects,  offered  by  the  President. 
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The  Anniversary  Sermon  of  the  Society  for  the  Advance- 
ment of  Christianity  in  South  Carolina,  may  be  preached  on 
the  second  day,  after  Morning  Prayer. 

When  the  President  shall  have  taken  the  chair,  the  daily 
order  of  proceedings,  after  the  first  day,  shall  be  : 

1.  The  reading  and  approval  of  the  Minutes. 

2.  Calling  the  names  of  members  absent  on  the  preceding 
day. 

3.  The  Missionary  Session  of  the  Convention. 

4.  The  election  of  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  Church. 

5.  The  election  of  Deputies  to  the  General  Convention, 
when  in  order. 

6.  The  election  of  Trustees  of  the  Diocesan  Seminary. 

7.  The  election  of  Trustees  of  the  University  of  the  South, 
when  in  order. 

8.  Calling  upon  the  Deputies  to  pay  the  assessment  on 
their  respective  Churches  or  Parishes,  for  the  Bishop's  Fund, 
and  for  the  expenses  of  the  Convention. 

9    Reports  to  be  called  for  in  the  following  order: 

Of  Committee  on  Admission  of  New  Parishes. 
Committee  on  Unfinished  Business. 
Committee  on  Finance. 
Committee  on  Constitution  and  Canons. 
Committee  on  State  of  the  Church. 
Trustees  of  the  University  of  the  South. 
Committees  appointed  at  preceding  Convention. 
Special  Committees. 
Miscellaneous  business. 

III.  Before  the  rising  of  the  Convention,  the  Minutes  of  the 
last  day's  proceedings  shall  be  read  and  approved. 

IV.  The  Bishop's  Address  shall  be  at  any  time  in  order. 

V.  When  the  President  shall  take  the  chair,  no  member 
shall  continue  standing,  or  shall  afterwards  stand  up,  unless 
to  address  the  Chair. 

VI.  The  delegation  of  each  Church  shall  occupy  one  pew. 
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VII.  No  member  shall  absent  himself  from  the  Convention 
unless  he  hath  leave,  or  unable  to  attend. 

VIII.  When  any  member  is  about  to  speak  in  debate,  or 
deliver  any  matter  to  the  Convention,  he  shall  rise  from  his 
seat,  and,  without  advancing,  shall,  with  due  respect,  address 
himself  to  the  President,  confining  himself  to  the  point  in 
debate,  and  avoiding  personality. 

IX.  When  two  or  more  members  rise  at  the  same  time, the 
President  shall  name  the  member  who  is  first  to  speak. 

X.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  on  the  same 
question  without  leave  of  the  Convention. 

XI.  A  question  being  once  determined,  shall  stand  as  the 
judgment  of  the  Convention,  and  shall  not  again  be  drawn 
into  debate  during  the  same  session,  except  upon  a  motion 
to  reconsider,  which  may  be  moved  and  seconded  by  any 
member  who  voted  in  the  majority. 

XII.  When  the  President  is  putting  the  question,  no  one 
shall  hold  private  discourse,  stand  up,  walk  into,  out  of,  or 
across  the  Church. 

XIII.  In  voting  by  ballot,  the  rolls  of  the  Clergy  and  of 
the  Churches  shall  be  called,  and  the  votes  deposited  with  the 
Tellers,  as  called  for,  and  no  vote  shall  be  received  after  the 
Tellers  begin  to  count  the  votes. 

XIV.  No  motion  shall  be  considered  before  the  Conven- 
tion unless  seconded  and  reduced  to  writing,  if  the  President 
or  any  member  require  it.  A  Minister  or  Delegate  may  not 
second  a  motion  offered  by  a  Minister  or  Delegate  of  the  same 
Church  with  himself. 

XV.  When  a  question  is  before  the  House,  no  motion  shall 
be  received  but  to  adjourn,  to  lay  on  the  table,  to  postpone 
indefinitely,  to  postpone  to  a  certain  day,  to  commit,  or 
amend;  which  several  motions  shall  have  precedence  in  the 
order  in  which  they  are  named.  A  motion  to  strike  out  the 
word  "  Resolved "  shall  have  precedence  to  a  motion  to 
amend,  and,  it  carried,  shall  be  equivalent  to  a  rejection  of  the 
resolution.  Subject  to  these  exceptions,  the  question  first 
moved  shall  be  first  put. 
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XVI.  Motions  to  adjourn,  to  lay  on  the  table,  and  to  post- 
pone indefinitely,  shall  be  decided  without  debate.  A  motion 
to  adjourn  may  interrupt  a  speech,  or  any  other  business  of 
the  Convention. 

XVII.  No  leave  of  absence  shall  be  indefinitely  granted  to 
any  member,  unless  full  and  sufficient  reason  be  given  by  him 
to  the  Convention. 

XVIII.  All  Special  Committees  shall  be  appointed  by  the 
President,  unless  otherwise  ordered  by  the  Convention. 

XIX.  No  member  shall  vote  on  any  question  in  the  event 
ofwhichheis  immediately  and  personally  interested,  or  in 
any  case  where  he  was  not  present  when  the  question  was  put. 

XX.  If  any  member,  in  speaking  or  otherwise,  transgress 
the  rules  of  the  Convention,  the  President  shall,  or  any  mem- 
ber may,  call  to  order ;  in  which  case  the  member  so  called  to 
order  shall  immediately  sit  down,  unless  permitted  to  explain. 
All  questions  of  order  shall  be  determined  in  the  first 
instance,  without  debate,  by  the  President;  but  any  member 
may  appeal  from  such  decision  to  the  Convention,  and  on 
such  appeal  no  member  shall  speak  more  than  once,  without 
leave  of  the  Convention. 

XXI.  The  President  shall  have  the  right  to  name  a  mem- 
ber to  perform  the  duties  of  the  chair,  but  such  substitution 
shall  not  extend  beyond  an  adjournment. 

XXII.  Clergymen  belonging  to  the  Diocese,  but  not 
entitled  to  seats  in  the  Convention,  Clergymen  of  the  Protes- 
tant Episcopal  Church  not  belonging  to  the  Diocese,  Candi- 
dates for  Orders,  and  all  Trustees  elected  by  this  body,  shall 
be  admitted  to  the  sittings  of  this  Convention. 

XXIII.  None  of  the  Rules  of  Order  shall  be  suspended 
without  the  concurrence  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present. 

XXIV.  The  foregoing  Rules  of  Order  shall  be  read  at  the 
opening  of  every  Convention,  and  shall  be  of  force,  unless 
repealed  by  a  vote  of  the  Convention,  and  shall  not  be  altered 
but  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  both  Orders,  after  one  day's 
notice  of  the  proposed  alteration. 
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AMENDMENT  OF  CANON. 


ADOPTED  MAY  3rd,  1888. 


Section  4  of  Canon  XII,  is  hereby  amended,  to  read  as 
follows  : 

Section  IV.  This  Board  shall  meet  for  organization  at  the 
place  where  the  Annual  Convention  is  held,  at  such  time 
after  their  election  as  may  be  appointed  by  the  Bishop,  at 
which  time  they  shall  appoint  their  own  Secretary  and 
Treasurer,  and  adopt  their  own  By-Laws.  They  shall  then 
determine  what  amount  of  money  is  necessary  for  the  Mis- 
sionary work  of  the  Diocese  for  the  ensuing  year,  and  appor- 
tion between  the  Parishes  the  amount  appropriated,  after 
consultation  with  the  representatives  present  at  the  Conven- 
tion. They  shall  request  the  Vestry  of  each  Parish  to  pay  to 
the  Treasurer  of  the  Board  of  Missions  the  amount  appor- 
tioned to  it,  in  quarterly  installments  They  shall  hold  other 
meetings,  in  different  parts  of  the  Diocese,  at  such  times  and 
places  as  they  may  appoint.  They  shall  be  a  council  of 
advice  to  the  Bishop,  who  shall  designate  stations,  and 
appoint  Missionaries  thereto;  and  they  shall  make  a  full 
report  to  each  Annual  Convention,  at  its  Missionary  Meeting, 
of  receipts  and  expenditures,  of  stations  and  Missionaries 
aided,  and  for  what  length  of  time,  of  churches  and  individ- 
uals contributing,  and  whatever  may  throw  light  upon  the 
Missionary  work  of  the  Diocese.
